This  mechanism  could  (and  should)  be 
activated  under  the  same  conditions  as  the 
early  parole  provisions,  (i.e.,)  120  day  early 
discharge.  The      51st      Legislature     introduced 

a  possible  bill  which  states,  "  an  act  permitting 
the  Department  of  Institutions  to  grant  addition- 
al good  time  allowance  to  certain  inmates. 
And  the  Department  of  Institutions  shall  adopt 
rules  providing  for  the  granting  of  good  time 
allowance  for  inmates  employed  in  (any)  prison 
work  or  activity." 

An    additional    3    days    a    month    for    those 
inmates  participating  in  self-improvement  activi- 
ties   designated   by   the   department;    as   of   today, 
the    only    improvement    activity    that    an    inmate 
can    get    these    additional    3    days    good-time    for 
is    AA.    There    is    a    number    of    self-help    groups 
going    on   at    MSP,    so   why   is   it    that   AA   is   the 
only  one  giving  these  extra  3  days?  If  the  De- 
partment    certifies     to     the     Board     of     Pardons 
that   the  population  has  exceeded  design  capacity, 
as  provided  in  statute  46-23-201,  the  Depart- 
ment,    in     consultation     with     said     board,     may 
grant    early    parole    to    inmates    within    120    days 
of    eligibility    who    have    been    incarcerated    for 
at  least  one  year. 

Currently,  probation  and  parole  revocations 
account  for  about  43%  of  prison  admissions. 
Approximately  22%  of  the  population  are  sex 
offenders,  and  72%  of  those  are  not  in  treat- 
ment. The  prison  has  taken  it  upon  itself  to 
push  the  treatment  programs  at  those  who 
were  not  told  by  their  sentencing  judge  that 
they  had  to  partake  in  any  groups.  For  not 
doimg  so,  they  are  denied  parole. 

This  seems  to  be  a  discrepancy  that  should 
be  looked  into.  There  are  some  who  have  had 
a  relationship  with  a  girl  under  16  that  they 
may  have  picked  up  on  the  street  not  knowing 
their  age,  only  to  end  up  in  prison  for  having 
sex  with  her  -  sex  without  parental  consent. 
This  doesn't  mean  the  man  has  a  problem  and 
needs  treatment;  look  on  the  streets  today 
-  can  a  person  honestly  say  that  he  can  tell 
how  old  kids  are  who  are  out  after  dark? 

Another  recommendation  is  to  place  a 
parole,  probation,  or  pre-release  violator  in 
jail.  When  a  parolee  alledgedly  violates,  he 
is  entitled  to  receive  an  on-site  hearing.  Similar-

ly,  a  pre-release  resident  is  entitled  to  a  disci- 
plinary hearing.  Both  types  of  due  process  hear- 
ings are  conducted  by  a  probation  and  parole 
regional  supervisor.  If  the  regional  supervisor 
finds  a  parolee  guilty  of  a  serious  violation, 
the  parolee  may  be  returned  to  prison  for  a 
hearing  before  the  Board  of  Pardons.  If  found 
guilty  of  a  serious  enough  violation,  the  re-entry 
into  prison  takes  place.  This  seems  to  be  what 
happens  most  often.  Judges  should  not  let  perso- 
nal feelings  affect  tneir  judgement,  and  start 
looking  at  just  tne  facts  before  sentencing 
a  person  to  prison  on  a  violation,  or  on  a  crime. 
This  show  of  humanity  and  caring  could  help 
the  violator  see  the  justice  system  in  a  different 
light. 

On  May  14,  1990,  the  on-site  inmate  count 
at  MSP  was  1,129.  There  were  133  inmates 
at  the  four  pre-release  centers,  and  53  at  Swan 
Oliver.  47  At  such  places  such  as  Galen  Warm 
Springs,  court,  etc.  All  predictions  point  to 
a  vice  in  these  figures,  and  time  could  run 
out.

T.B.  (Tuberculosis)  is  a  communicable  disease; 
(  can  be  spread  from  person-to-person).  It 
i  caused  by  a  small  micro-organism  called 
i,  tubercle-bacillus.  You  can't  see  it  with  the 
riced  eye,  but  if  you  looked  in  a  microscope, 
t|:  bacillus  appears  as  a  rod-shaped  organism 
lie  this: 


The  tubercle-bacillus  it  transmitted  by  'dropl- 
et formation'.  What  this  means  is  that  a  person 
with  active  pulminary  tuberculosis  disease  coughs 
the  organism  in  to  the  air  and  anyone  close 
to  this  person  can  then  breathe  this  bacilus 
in  to  his  lungs.  Now,  let's  say  this  bacillus 
gets  in  to  your  lungs-does  this  mean  you  have 
active  T.B.?  The  answer  is-not  neccessarily. 
Your  body  is  a  wondrous  machine  and  has  a 
built-in  defense  mechanism  .  When  the  T.B. 
germ  enters,  its  presence  is  sensed  as  a  dangero- 
us invader,  so  the  immune  system  sends  out 
its  police  force  (white  blood  cells)  to,  (if  you'll 
pardon  the  expression),  put  the  T.B.  germ  in 
prison.  Now,  as  long  as  you  remain  healthy, 
your  immune  system  will  stay  strong  and  the 
T.B.  germ  will  stay  inactive.  In  this  state  it 
causes  you  no  harm  and  it  cannot  be  spread 
to  anyone  else.  However,  if  your  immune  system 
becomes  weak  as  it  often  does  with  aging, 
other  infections  or  illnesses,  and  even  in  some 
cases  as  a  result  of  stress,  poor  diet,  not  enough 
rest,  or  abusing  the  body  with  alcohol  or  drugs, 
the  T.B.  germ  can  escape.  Now  that  it  is  free 
it  will  reproduce,  making  more  T.B.  germs 
and  they  will  start  to  make  a  hole  in  the  lung, 
called  a  cavity,  and  you  will  become  sick.  The 
disease  is  now  active  and  it  becomes  possible 
to  spread  the  germs  to  other  people.  A  person 
who  has  active  T.B.  will  usually  develop  some 
symptoms  which  is  the  body's  way  of  telling 
you  to  seek  medical  advice.  These  symptoms 
can  include:  A  productive  cough,  (especially 
if  reddish  or  browm  sputum  is  produced),  night 
sweats,  weight  loss,  tiredness,  urinary  and  somet- 
imes bowel  habit  changes  ,  swelling  in  the 
lymph  nodes  and  possibly  others  as  well.  Some 
individuals  have  been  known  to  recover  from 
T.B.  and  never  knew  they  had  it,  although  the 
damage  to  the  lungs  can  be  seen  on  a  chest 
X-ray.  The  disease  should  not  be  taken  lighty, 
however,  because  T.B.  can  cause  death.  Modern 
medicines  have  reduced  the  mortality  rate  of 
this  disease,  but  if  the  disease  is  not  diagnosed 
and  treatment  started,  the  risk  increases.  When 
a  person  has  emphysema  or  other  chronic  lung 
diseases,  this  complicates  the  diagnosis  and 
treatment  sometimes.  I  think  you're  beginning 
to  understand  why  the  Health  Care  providers 
at  Montana  State  Prison  are  so  set  on  containing 
the  T.B.  germ  in  its  inactive  state.

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URINALYSIS

There  seems   to  be   a  lot   of  questions  concerning 
U.A.'s  and  how  they  are  done. 

After  talking  with  Larry  Bearley,  one  of 
the  six  people  certified  to  test  a  U.A.  sample, 
it's  not  as  gray  an  area  as  I  had  anticipated. 
First  of  all,  the  odds  of  'human  error'  aren't 
as  enormous  as  one  might  believe;  the  machine 
does  it  all.  An  Ohio  Federal  Court  ruled  the 
machine  in  use  at  MSP  to  be  99.6%  accurate. 
If  there  is  an  error  on  the  operator's  part, 
or  if  someone  has  substituted  tap  water  for 
urine,  then  the  entire  system  shuts  down  and 
the  printout  either  reads  "operator  error",  or 
"no  sample";  and  the  whole  process  has  to  be 
started  all  over  again. 

There  are  nine  machines  of  this  kind  in 
this  state,  and  this  one  was  funded  by  a  federal 
grant  through  Classification  and  Treatment. 
This  does  not  mean  it  belongs  to  C  &  T,  but 
was  merely  funded  through  their  department, 
at  a  cost  of  "568,000.00.  This  machine  has  never 
been  'beaten',  and  you  can  forget  about  'passive 
smoke',  ^getting  dirty  from  someone  else's  smok- 
e).  You  would  have  to  be  around  15-20  people 
who  were  continuously  smoking  for  such  an 
extended  period  of  time  that  it's  unrealistic. 
And  as  far  as  blaming  a  dirty  U.A.  on  foods 
containing  T.H.C.,  forget  that,  too.  You  would 
have  to  eat  two  tons  of  these  foods  at  one 
sitting  to  come  up  dirty;  besides,  there  are 
84  different  kinds  of  T.H.C.,  and  this  machine 
knows  exactly  what  it's  looking  for. 

If  you  test  positive  here  and  feel  it's  incorre- 
ct, you  can  pay  $55.00  to  have  your  sample 
sent  to  Idaho  for  a  re-test.  If  you  come  up 
clean  there,  then  the  Warden  runs  all  the  infor- 
mation through  the  regular  appeals  process, 
and  he  decides  what  course  of  action  to  take. 

This  machine,  fan  EMIT)  breaks  everything 
down  in  to  1/100's;  but  Abbot,  the  company 
developing  these  machines,  has  developed  the 
SEVA  system  which  breaks  everything  down 
in  to  10/1000's.  Asked  if  he  thought  there  will 
come  a  time  when  staff  are  required  to  comply 
with  random  U.A.  sampling,  Bearley  was  pretty 
confident  it  will  happen,  but  that  when  it  does 
happen,  staff  U.  A.'s  will  be  sent  to  Helena 
for  testing  to  keep  everybody  on  the  up-and-up.

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THE  HOBBY  DEPARTMENT

Ron  Maulding,  Hobby  Director,  told  me 
in  an  interview  that  it  took  him  line  months 
to  get  the  administrative  ok  to  build  the  canoes 
at  the  low  side  hobby  shop  here  at  ivISP.  After 
delioerating  on  the  fact  that  it  would  not  be 
a  security  risk,  and  that  there  was  enough 
space  to  build  them,  the  question  of  tools  came 
up.  But,  believe  it,  or  not,  these  canoes  are 
built  mostly  by  hand. 

Ron  said  that  as  far  as  he  knows,  MSP 
is  is  the  only  prison  that  has  a  hobby  program 
which  allows  the  building  of  a  product  this 
size.  He  also  said  that  he  has  walked  through 
this  prison  many  times,  and  heard  alot  of  negati- 
ve things,  but  while  these  men  are  working 
on  their  canoes,  he  has  actually  heard  them 
whistling.  There  are  alot  of  inmates  here  with 
a  variety  of  talents.  This  helps  the  men  show 
their  worth;  it's  a  good  way  to  use  energies 
that  otherwise  would  have  a  negative  release 
and  helps  the  men  to  feel  good  about  themselve- 
s. 

Ron  stated  that  there  isn't  anything  wrong 
with  the  prison  itself,  but  that  the  problems 
lie  within  the  system.  There  are  so  many  men 
here  that  could  be  decent  citizens  if  they  only 
had  more  training  here  in  the  state,  instead 
of  spending  thousands  of  dollars  sending  a  man 
to  prison  where  there  is  no  return  on  the  money 
spent.  If  the  money  were  spent  in  training 
some  of  te  less  violent  offenders,  it  would 
not  only  cut  down  the  number  of  offenders, 
but  it  would  also  put  money  back  into  the 
state's  economy.  I  wrote  an  article  some  time 
ago  about  prison  industries,  and  in  this  article 
I  expressed  the  fact  that  it  would  benefit  all 
concerned  to  make  this  prison  pay  for  itself. 
This  fact  still  seems  to  be  the  best  idea  for 
all  concerned,  and  should  warrant  further  looking 
into.  Positive  attitudes  and  a  willingness  to 
learn  would  be  just  as  great  an  asset. 

We  have  a  hobby  store  that  sells  the 
hobby  items  made  by  the  inmates  of  MSP, 
but  even  that  is  fading  out,  as  there  doesn't 
seem  to  be  as  many  people  doing  hobby  as 
there  was  thre  or  four  years  ago.  The  younger 
people  that  are  being  sent  here  just  don't  have 
the  skills  or  initiative  to  do  hobby,  or  anything 
that  could  contribute  to  the  self-worth  of  the 
.individual.  By  putting  a  program  together,  it 
would  teach  these  young  people  a  trade  that 
would  not  only  help  keep  them  out  of  prison, 
but   would  also  contribute  to  their  self-worth. 

Yes,  it's  the  system.  New  laws  to  benefit 
who?  And  for  what?  And  at  what  cost  to  the 
public?    These    are    questions    that    need    answers. 


lhere  are  good  answers,  but  no  one  wants  to 
step  forward  and  take  a  stand.  But  thanks  to 
people  like  Ron  Maulding,  and  the  inmates 
who  are  doing  the  hobby,  at  least  we  know 
there  is  a  constructive  means  of  using  the 
energies  around  MSP  instead  of  just  lying  around 
and  complaining.
